But ſap not with 
your ſelues, that the light of Gods glozy (bail 
be any whit eclipſed by puniſhing his owne peo- 
ple: No, but the contrary-, as the Pꝛophet 
ſeweth, ſaying, * The Lord of hoſtes will be exal- * 16.5:16. 
ted in iudgement, and God that is holy, will bee ſan- 
ctified in righteouſneſſe, that is, in his auenging 
Juſtice. This may be ſufficient foz remoouing 
thoſe fond pꝛetences, which like falſe P2zophets, - 
molt commonly ſeduce the hearts of men. 

Jn the next place, it will concerne you (deare 
Bzethzen ) to ſecke the meanes of pacifying 
Gods wzath , and of pꝛeuenting his fearefull 
Judgments and by atrue reconciliation to God. 
pour ſins being put away by repentance, to ob⸗ 
taine, that vou may become victonous in battel.. 

To this end, pou are toeramine what is your

greateſt hinderance. Surelp no greater danger 


can be imagined, then mans ſecurity a neglect 


ot danger noꝛ can there be any greater ſecurity, 
then either not to be willing to kno w, oꝛ know: 
ing, not to pꝛepare againſt it. Underitand it we 
ought, becauſe when God ( ſatth the Pꝛophet) 
giueth his alarme to warre, and bloweth his Trumpet, 
that is.giueth vou full aſſurance of battell, and 
vou will net hearken, ſurely the ſword ſhall come: 
And when God * ſerterch vp his Enſigne, that is. 
ſheweth manikeſt euidences of the approach of 
the lwoꝛd, and men are poſſeſſed with a ſpirit of 
ſlumber, and wil not ſee: When thep rather imbꝛace 
ſuch falſe pzophets, who cry Peace, peace, vnto 
them; when they make a couenant with death, ag 
if thep ſhould ſay, Come what come will, wee 
will ſhift foꝛ our ſelues,all this {hall be diſanulled, 
ſay the PÞ2zophets; ſo that indeed, each one of 
theſe men are no better then Salomons * Fools, 
that would needs bee ſleeping vpon the top of the 

maſt, and therefoze is in a deſperate caſe, | 
Furthermoꝛe, what helpeth it vs to haue true 
and infallible intelligence of a malicious # puil⸗ 
ſant enemie, and pet not to pꝛouide how to 
encounter him, as well with Spirituall, as 
Cozpoꝛall weapons? Our Spirituall pꝛepa⸗ 
ration is pzeſcribed vnto vs in the Moꝛd of 
God; * SanRifiea Faſt vnto mee, ſaith God by his 
P2ophet; and certainly a Sanctified Faſt it muſt 
bee, by holy abſtinence in afflictingour ſelues, 
by holy denotionin Pꝛaper, and „ of 
Od, 
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God, by holy Repentance, andabzenuntiation 
of our fo2mer ſinnes, by holy vowes and pꝛomi⸗ 
ſesof amendment of life & perfozmance therof. 
Foz wonderfull are the conqueſts which the 
Moꝛthies of God haue atchicued and gotten in 
their true humiliation of AbFinence, Pꝛaper, d 
Deuotion. Moſes vanquiſhed Amalek; Bing le- 
hoſaphat ſheathed the lwoꝛd of the Amorites and 
Moabites in their owne bowels; King Hezechias 
fruſtrated the huge hoſte of Senacherib, andtur= 
ned them backe to their owne home: And our 
Gracious Soueraigne followeth the examples of 
thoſe religious Kings, by his ropall command of 
a Faſt, and perſonall perfozmanceof Deuotion , 
andtyat (as wee n2ap , and hope, to obtaine) 
with line glozious fuccelle. 

Dur next Spiritual pꝛeuention, to wit, 
our Repentance „is the ſubiect of moſt Ser⸗ 
mons, and can neuer bee ſuperfluouſiy taught. 
becauſe neuer ſufſficientip learned: Pet at this 
time it may ſuſtice to take out this one Leſſon, 
euen the obleruation ot Achior; that Gods peo⸗ 7% 5. 
ple could neuer bee duercome, fo long as they 
were at peace with God; noꝛ could they euer 
pꝛeuaile againſt their enemies, co long as their 
o wne ſinnes, as their deadlieſt enemies, fought 
againſt them, becauſe of vnrepentance. Hence 
was that Caucar, which God gane vnto the im⸗ 
penitents in Jſraet,* Goe not vp againſt your ene · Peu. i 
mies to war, leſt ye die. 'No maruarlethen.if when 


man in his peruerſeneſle, turneth his an 
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of Repentance into a libertie and licenciouf- 
neſſe of (ianing, God in his Juſtice turne his li⸗ 
bertie of pardoning into a neceſſitie of punt 


ching. Aboue all things therefoze (Bꝛethꝛen) 


ſecke after him in faith and repentance, in wee⸗ 
ing.faſfing,and p2aying, who is our reconci- 
liation with the Father, Jeſus Chiiſtour Lozd; 
ſo ſhall the voyce of his blood, ſhed fox vs, crie 
—.— the voyce of all our crying and bloody 
Bat are men ſpirits onely 7 Are they to fight 
their Battels onely with Spirituall Armour: 
No; koꝛ were not that to tempt God, in neglec⸗ 
ting the good meanes oꝛdained by him koꝛ that 
end? Uerely politique pꝛeparations are Gods 
oꝛdinance, and haue euer beene vſed by his good 
ſeruants, in their greateſt confidence of his pꝛo⸗ 
tection, euen when God himſelſe hath comman⸗ 
ded them to dos out to battellagainſt his a their 
enemies. Abraham, Moſes, loſhua, Dauid, were all 
Warriers, and famous in their generations, in 
fighting the Loꝛds battels; pet read we not. that 
any of them euer went out to battell without 
due pꝛeparation of meanes. Wee reade ol the 
great, mightie, and numerous armies of Gods 
owne people, and their ſtrength and meanes 
imploped fo2 their warres. Wee reade of Lawes 
of Armes, and Counſels of warre; and we find alſo 
Gods incouragement toCaptaines, and War⸗ 
riers as in raiũng ludges to Iſrael, to know and 
pꝛouide againſt the dangers ., to 
N gather

gather the people together, to conduct and dt- 
rect them to light their battels; ſuch as were 
Othniel, and Shamgar, of whom it is ſapd, * The 
Spirit of the Lord came vpon them , and the 
fought. And we reade of © The ſword of the Lord, 
and of Gideon, that is. Gods powerfull helpe by 
the hand of Gideon, and the people with him. 


And it is the ſame Spirit ofthe Loꝛd that in- 


koꝛmeth the hearts of good people in their du⸗ 
ties to God. their Ring, and their Countrey; and 
inflameth the affections of all lopail Subiccts 
witha readp and cheereful refolution,to imploy 
their bodies, ſlrength. and meanes ſoꝛ the pꝛeſer⸗ 
uation of Gods Annoynted, their Gracious Soue- 
raigne, and the ſafetieof the kingdome, eſpectal- 
iy ina Defenfiue Marre, as this is. in which. 
Gods cauſe, and true Religion is alſo aſſauited. 
And who is there, a fubiect of this State, and 
member of this Church, ot what degree and cal⸗ 
ling ſoeuer, that hath not his ſhare a part here⸗ 
in, and is not imbarked in this ſhip of the care cf 
the publike ſalety? So that the welfare of the 
whole is his welfare, and the ill ſpeeding ot this 
veſſell, cannot but be the ſhip wꝛack and ruine of 
himſelte, of ali that are moſt deare vnto him. 
And therefoze if thꝛough our backewardnes, 

and neglect of due pꝛeparation, toreſiſt and op- 

poſe an inuading enemie, as well by the people 

and Souldiers, as bythe Pꝛince andthe Lea- 

ders, wee ſhall become guilty of our owne 

ruine , and grue * and incourade⸗

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ment to the maleuolent mighty enemie, to ex- 


erciſe hig rage and cruelty, with vnbounded 


and vnlimited fury., againſt all places and per- 
ſons that come in his way: ſhall wee not iuſtly

Pet in the height and beſt or our care, meanes 
and pꝛeparation, then doeth our hope become 
victoztous, when in confidence of Gods Helpe 
and p2otection, our Spirituall and Temyozall 
kozces are vnited together; but much moze re- 
lying vpon our Spirituall munition, which 


Hath an obligation of pꝛomite with God, then 


vpon our politique, tempoꝛall, and cozpozall. - 
Memozable and admtrable is the ſtoꝛp ot 
Moſes, who was pꝛaping while his Captaines 
and Souldiers were fighting with Amalek ; 
and ſoit fell out, that while Moſes held vp his 
hands in pꝛaper, Ifracl had the better, but ſo 
ſoone as his hands failed and fell downe, Ama: 
lek the enemy pꝛeuailed. hat elſe doeth this 
teach vs, but that whatoeuer they be that fight, 
Uictozy is abſolutelp in the will and power of 
God; and thereloꝛe when wee pꝛepare koꝛ bat⸗ 
tell. not to put our truſt in the arme of fleſh, but 
to put and haue our confidence oneip in our 
God, the Loꝛd ot Yoſtes. and hauing, as it be⸗ 
hooueth bs. in the feare of God, made due pzepa- 
ration ot all good meanes, to put on our Ar- 
mour, and goe to the ſeruice with bended knees. 
and penitent hearts, ſtrengthened with Falte.

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to call by feruent Pꝛaper foz His helpe and pꝛo⸗ 
tection, that couereth our heads in the day of 
battell, giueth victozy to Rings, pꝛotectech Yis 
' faithfull, and neuer faileth them that faithfully 
call vpon him in the time of neceſlitte? 

The Pꝛophet Dauid hath ſummedvp alli that 
can be ſpoken hereof, in one verſe, * Our helpe is pfl 126. 
inthe Name of the Lord, which hath made heauen 
and earth. So then, whyoſocuer {hall diſtruſt the | 
arme ofthe Almightie, oꝛ doubt of the frength | 
of the Lo:dof Yoſts, hee thereby offendeth a- | 
gainſt both heauen and earth,becauſe ali kinde 
of creatures both in heauen and earch are the 
Ar mies and pꝛeſt Souldiers of God, to fight his 
battels, euen from the hoaſt of his Angeis a- 
boue, tothe flies, lice, and woꝛmes that are in⸗ 
gendꝛed in the duſt: and hee can execute his 
udgements by what meanes ſoeuer, whether 
they be oꝛdinary oz miraculous: Fox hee thꝛew 5 
do wne the walls of lericho by the blaſt of * Rams 1-c 6. 
hornes; hee gaue vVicto2p to Iſrael, by the holding 
vp of Moſes hig“ hands: Hzdiſcomfited the holt of * Exod.:7. 
the Madianites, at the ſound of * Trumpets, and +1,c, ;, 
noyſe of mens voyces, and celaihing of pitchers to⸗ 
gether : hee infuſed ſtrength into the very haire 
bt Samſons head, when Samlon exulted, ſaying | 
of his laine, .* Heapes vpon heapes of a thauſand, * rug. 15. 
by the jaw-bone of an Aſſe. But miracies now 
are fo2 vnbcleeuers, | 

In the laſt place there foꝛe, let vs examine the 
moe oꝛdinerp pꝛouidence of God, which may 
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beget confidence in all extremities of warfare, 
What can man feare, being in reconciliatton 
aiud confederacy with God, when our enemies 
are made the enemies of God? Js it the policy 
ot their Counſeils ? But hee conkoundeth the 
counſell of Achirophel. J's it that enemies com⸗ 
bene together in the name of an holy league? 
But wien they ſap,*a Confederacy, God maketh 
them like a wheele turned with the ſpirit ol gid⸗ 
dineſſe. Is it the courage of their hearts? But 
ge pollefſeth the enemies hearts with feare, and 
maketh the hearts of * Canaanites to melt. Is it 
their ſtrength oꝛ hugenes ot ſtature? But were 
they the childꝛen of Anakims and Gyants, and 
wee but as Graſhoppers in compariſon of them; 
pet © Feare them not (ſaith God) I will goc before 
you. Js it the multitude of their hoaſts? But 
it is the gloꝛy of God to ouerthꝛow manpthou- 
ſands by à few hundreds. Js it their foynt 
and vnited forces 7 But Hee * ſetteth the E- 
gyptians againſt the Egyptians. Is it their im⸗ 
poꝛztunitie, not to bee ſatiſſied till they fight? 
But either hee will dzaw * Scnacherib backe 
from warring againſt lſrac! , by a rumour of 
warres begun in the bowels of his owne king⸗ 
dome, oꝛ elſe, it they will needes battell, hee 
will hale them on thereunto * ro their owne de- 
ſtruction. Is it becauſe no man can tell, when 
there ſhall come deliverance ? But hee can doe 
this to our affoniſhment, beſoſe wee canthinke 
on it. When God turned the Captiuitie of Sion,

law it. Againe, what greater matter ot ce nũ⸗ 
dence can wee haue then our fo2mer experience 
of Gods pꝛouidence:?

huge Goliah. And is there any Nation at this 
day vnder heauen that hath greater experience 
of Gods manifold deliuerances, then this our 
liingdome, eſpectally from the ftery 2fow4d-7-pter, 
and from the Sani Inuaſton by Water? in reſpect 
wherof we might here take vp a ſong anſwera- 
ble to that of Deborah ofthe riner Kithon ; ſo we. 
The maine Ocean {wept them away, the ancient and 
maine Ocean. To conclude, doe we cleaue faſt to 
God 7 thentheir armes cannot touch vs Tr is 
he that maketh Warre to ceaſe, knappeth the Speare 
aſunder , and burneth the Chariot with fire. Noz 
can our enemies auopd the ſwoꝛd, when tt lhal⸗ 
bee inkozced vpon them, io2 then, as ſaith the 
Pꝛophet, who can ſay to the £wo2d of the Loꝛd, 
Put vp thy ſelfe into thy ſcabbard, reſt and bee il]?
